Examiner's Comments 

1 . This action is in response to phone interview (see attached) and subsequent 
authorization for the below examiner's amendment. The allowed claims are now 1-14. 

Priority

Examiner's Amendment

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Reasons For Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to anticipate or show in combination an electric power tool having a motor, 
transmission and housing with separate air intake ports to take in ambient air and an 
exhaust port to expel air therefrom; whereby a fan is provided between the motor and 
transmission and wherein separate air intake ports are provided in the vicinity of the 
motor and the transmission and the fan is configured to draw in two separate air streams 
from the separate air intake ports. All pending claims are now allowable over the prior 
art of record.
